to the above Public Notice) for the purposes of counter-balancmg of imports by 
the Approved Importers and Afghan Govt, nominee firms, (as defined in the said 
Public Notice) will be regulated during the Trade Arrangement period 1966-67 
(starting from 1st February 1960 and ending on 31st January 1967) stricOy in 
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accordance ■with the policy and procedure and other terms and ccmdltionB as laid 
down In the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 10-ITC(PN)/65 dated 23rd 
February 1965. Import will be allowed upto a llxed monetary ceiling earmarked 
lor that purpose, 

3. It may be noted that for imports to be effected during the current Trade 
Arrangement period, the last date of fulfilment of export obligation upto 100% 
will be 28th February.
